Wolseley, 

Saskatchewan, 
October IB, 1042. 
Dear Mom and Dad: 

Well the first week is over. Boy 
I can tell you this work is riot fool- 
liîg 7ér6uhd.,"T'It 'imeanT starting" ' to 
work at about keven in the morn- 
ing till around six-thirty at night 
From sun-up till after sundown. 
But the country is great. The air 
is so pure, the food is wonderful 
and so are the people t am staying 
with. There arc a few young people 
here about my age, and that helps 
greatly. 

Last night I went to town and 
saw all the boys who got off here 
at Wolseley. Some have already 
gone to Reglna since' their inexper- 
ience didn't suit som^ of 'the farm- 
era around here. Boy, you ought to 
see some ot the bcautltiil sun-sets 
around here; I know you would like 
to paint-them mom, they are simply 
glorious. 

Today being Sunday, we didn't 
do" anything. We had a chicken din- 
ner, very, very good. This morning 
some of the other people working 
here, two sons of the farmer, toast- 
ed bread over a camp fire in a 
brush 'near here. It was tun. 

I have written to Profesor CuUl- 
ton In Reglna for particulars about 
the return trip, looking forward to 
seeing you again, all love. Earl.

Help Arrived 
Month Late

Dear Mr. Editor: 

It Is raining and no work goes 
on in the fields. The farmer has 
asked me to go back to bed (this is 
a strange request) because the 
wheat Is wet and it must be abso- 
lutely dry before threshing. I am 
a little, tired but I am in the mood, 
of contemplation. ' 

On Sund^iiiigbt (Oct 11), I went 
by .truckLto'Tillmpre.':!^DittIng the 
next four days I worked is a field 
pitcher with five other McGill lads. 
On Friday, not one ot us could raise 
our heads, hands or legs. The far 
mer asked us if we could continue 
work and in reply; we asked for a 
day's rest He politely asked us if 
we were able to pack our bags and 
depart as he had just employed six 
experienced Ontario farmers. Dur- 
ing the afternoon, five fellows re- 
ceived Invitations to work on five 
different- farms and each accepted 
happily the kind invitations. With 
a flair for a little excitement, I took 
the train to Reglna to spend Satur- 
day and Sunday. 

First ot all I wish to say that 
Prof. Culliton is doing a swell job- 
I saw him Saturday morning, and 
he seemed to have the situatiou 
well in hand.' At the Veterans' 
Block in Regina I met other McGill 
students who arrived for the week' 
end. Many ot them had legitimate 
grievances, such as one lad receiv- 
ing $2.00 per day and another one 
Just "plum beat" and tired.

V--' ' Tlie question of educational conditions 
• . V Vin.the province of Quebec has cropped up 
on numerous occasions in thé past, and 
.7. Professor Hughes in a recent address paint- 
ed a gloomy but none-the-lcss true picture 
: ' of the present status of education in this 
province. 

' He outlined the difficulties' that faced 
. . teachers at present:vr They are forced -be- 
. cause of economic pressure to accept more 
' remunerative positions elsewhere. The chief 
problem he pointed to is money, and it 
/ seemed lilcely that educational projects 
' may have to appeal to the Federal gov- 
ernment for financial aid. 

It is quite unfair to expect an individual 
to spend some five years at college, only to 
discover that it is possible to receive a min- 
,;:.^.^imum salary of foiur hundred dollars a 
year. We must have education and we 
. must pay for it. 
'^j,^': ' ' in this province, we seem to have an 
'y. ' unusual mixture of progress in some fields 
'and stagnancy in others. The important 
^field of education unfortunately falls into 
;.t. the latter category, and the discouraging 
thing about it is that no headway is being

I AM AN ARTS STUDENT 



Perhaps it would be worth while, 
first of all, to point out a few of 
the reasons which prompted an 
article on the' above subject The 
views of students of other faculties 
regarding the Arts course arc amaz- 
ingly varied and nearly all imlform- 
ly misinformed.

medical category E nor do they all 
have fallen arches, round -shoulders 
and horh-rimmed glasses. 

The above Items may seem to you 
rather farfetched attempts at humor 
but to mo they represent a very un- 
healthy attitude on the part of 
many students towards the faculty 
of Arts. The reaction of many mem- 
bers of other faculties to that of 
Arts is one of open contempt or at 
best an attitude that the whole 
thing is a pretty good Joke. 

This attitude is the result partly 
of a misunderstanding of what con- 
stitutes an Arts course and partly 
of the general feeling and atmes 
phere of our whole life today. 

The first person I met at "U" 
when he learned I was an Arts 
student had this remark to make; 
"What* are you going to be bud, 
a poet?" 

Since then, in a similar situation, 
there have been' numerous occa- 
sions on which the very same re- 
mark has been forthcoming. After 
the third or fourth time it does 
become a little monotonous and 
also slightly Irritating. (For gen 
eral information, there are two 
units or one-tenth of the course, 
in second year Arts, given over to 
poetry.) 

Some of the other students that 
I have spoken to on the subject 
have different views expressed in 
different ways, but nearly all had 
one criticism in commm — and 
that was that the Arts course was 
not "practical" enough. 

"What have you got when you're 
through?' one Sicence student ask- 
ed me. "Look at the Science course. 
When I finish college I can get a 
Job in a research lab, become a bio 
chemist maybe go into chemical 
engineering." 

When I protested that some peo- 
ple might not be suited for such 
work, and might prefer some other 
lliie of endeavor, he looked slightly 
puzzled for a moment and replied, 
"But what eUe Is there?" 

Such is there viewpoint of many 
students in other faculties. They 
have decided to become, say, an 
electrical engineer or a research 
chemist Their ûniversity career Is 
devoted largely to practical learn' 
ing. When they graduate they are 
prepared to take their place in busl 
ness as a highly educated specialist 
Yet their education is one-sided. 
They are masters of the physical 
sciences, but what of the social 
sciences? 

That is a queatlon which has

been neglected because of the very 
attitude of many students at our 
university towards the Arts course. 
The Sciences placed ' great naw 
energies and powerful machines at 
our disposal in which there were 
great possibilities ot progress for 
our generation. 

And where are tiiese great poul- 
blllUes that were placed at our dis- 
posal by the Ktentlst? Instead of 
being used to benefit amnklnd. hey 
are today weapons of destruction- 
guns, tanks, bombs, planes, shlpi— 
anything that will help wipe out 
human beings. ; 

What if we just use It to klU each 
other off. and how did it coma 
about? 

It came about because people for- 
got that the most important thing 
In the world is still the human be- 
ing. It came about because the pro- 
gress in science out-stripped pro- 
gress in the humanities and the so- 
cial sciences and left' man like a 
little kid playing with high-iiower- 
ed explosives — and with the same 
result— everything was blown sky- 
high. 

I am not attempting to say that 
we should not have the advantages 
of new scientific progress. But along 
with these physical sciences we 
should have a sound knowledge ot 
the humanities, so that we can turn 
science to the aid of man, and not 
to his destruction. This Is where the 
Arts course comes In— to develop a 
trained mind capable of sound Judg- 
ment so that we do not blindly fol- 
low on with no thought ot where 
we win end up. 

A good example of how necessary 
the humanities are to the science 
and vice versa was Illustrated over 
the Straits of Dover in August and 
September ot 1940. The best mach 
Ines that science could fiimlsh 
would have been useless without 
the welMlsclpllned and daring men 
who piloted them. The same thing 
is true in every branch ot life. 

It Is not the specialists. Intent only 
upon his particular line of study, 
but those who show a little wisdom 
as well as cleverness, and who take 
a vital Interest in life as a whole, 
and are Interested in where they 
are going as well as how they will 
get there, that are a worthwhile as 
set to the community. 

Thus the Arts course prepares a 
person for a career— in law, politics, 
the ' social services, civil services, 
education,' journalism, the church, 
etc., as well as making them of 
some use to serve in their commun 
ity and in the broader fields ot pub 
Uc service. ' 

In other words, most courses at 
university may prepare you for a 
career, but Arts, if taken consclen 
tiously, will prepare you for a deep- 
er appreclatisn of life.

WHY ARTS? 

Since the beginning of the près 
ont war there has been a slow 
turning towards the more practical 
considerations In life, and con- 
versely, a turning away from pur- 
suits not strictly utilitarian. Gradu 
ally this trend of thought spread 
from town to town, from city to 
city, until It had traversed the 
width and breadth of the whole 
nation. Impervious to this i>hllos- 
ophy for two or three years were 
the universities, ever holding up as 
their main function the dispensa- 
tion of culture, of the Arts, of the 
finer things in life. But the past 
year has wrought a remarkable 
change In this mode ot thinking. No 
longer Is the Arts student the very 
quintessence of all that education 
embodies. No longer Is it consld 
cred a high calling for one to study 
the ancient masters, delve into 
philosophical abstractions, or per- 
use the 'works of .the greatest 
minds of the universe! For today 
In this world of chaos, the student 
of engineering and science Is the 
student who is -given all the en- 
couragement and good wishes of 
the well-meaning layman. 

But we^dojaot^^uit^to^bê^mls- 
understooi'^"' Certainly ■'tto* science 
student has a place in the totality 
that Is education, a place worthy 
of the greatest consideration; but 
to exclude the Arts student from 
his rightful posIUon In complex 
college society is the theory of the 
superflclsl thinker. 

Perhaps it would be best to ex- 
plain the stimuli that prompted 
this subject We hvtve thus far this 
term listened to many and varied 
Ideas concerning tlie standing ot 
different Individuals in relation to 
the war effort Time after time we 
are assured that only the person 
who could make a direct and mat- 
erial contribution to the war effort 
should be permitted to go to Uni-

satellites have attempted to con- 
vince us of the urgent necessity of 
training students tor only technical 
occupations. 

So Uils Is a feeble attempt to de- 
termine the place ot the Arts stu- 
dent in wartime, not out ot a feel- 
ing of discrimination against sci- 
ence but out ot the desire to clarify 
the confusion that exista in regard 
to this matter. 

The majority of ^ complaints 
against Arts resolve into the trite 
Idea that It is not "practical" 
enough. 'What then is the place of 
the Arts course? It is to develop a 
trained mind capable ot aound Judg- 
ment, so that we may know not 
only where we are going but how 
we are gètling there. During these 
riotous times the Arts provide fa- 
cilities for deep and constructive 
thinking, thinking that will even-, 
lually lift the world from its depths. 
That there is not enough profound 
thought at this time It not an origi- 
nal Idea with us. The universities 
should be most anxious that a con- 
genital atmosphere should be main- 
tained where profound thinking Is 
all in^jortant, so that Uils funda- 
mental, characterlsUc may not dis- 
appear irom our daily lives. 

Most of us value our gifts to the 
exact degree that they are appre- 
ciated by others. Maybe the Arts 
course at present is not appreciat- 
ed as it should be, but let this be 
the exception that proves the rule. 
For this Is merely a temporary 
phase. At this time Arts students 
should value their gifts to the exact 
degree that they will be appreci- 
ated by others. .Yours is a splendid 
and immortal study. It will give 
you a deeper appreciation of lite. 
To Science goes the task ot win- 
ning the war; to you will go the 
more important task: winning the 
peace.
